ADMINISTRATION OF MEDICAL BENEFIT. 


4 wezerinc of the London Centre of the Faculty of Insurance 
yas held on October 26th, when Mr. H. Lesser, LL.B., 
ocupied the chair, and Mr. C. W. Fottowes, clerk of the 
Brighton Insurance Committee, gave an address on the adminis- 
tration of-medical benefit. 

Mr. Foruowes said it would be impossible for him to deal fully 
sith such a vast subject in the brief time at his disposal, and 
ie would, therefore, touch on one or two of the most important 
points, principally those concerned with practicai administration. 
The early difficulties of compiling medical lists were immense, 
but to-day they had an adequate medical list in every area, in 
gite of almost daily changes. They had withdrawals, and they 
had a large number of admissions. Any doctor registered by the 
General Medical Council had a statutory right to apply to be 
placed on the medical list if he accepted the terms of service, 
providing that he had not been removed from the medical list 
of any other area by the Ministry of Health upon a representation 
that his continuance on the list would be prejudicial to the interests 
of insured persons. They had no option but to place every doctor 
% qualified on the medical list on application, and afier that, if 
they had any reason to believe that his continuance would be pre- 
judicial, steps for his removal had to be taken in agcordance with 
the Regulations. With regard to surgery hours and surgery 
accommodation, the question of accommodation could only be 
dealt with by somebody on the spot, as the type of accommodation 
varied according to the neighbourhood. Surgery hours also had 
to be determined by local conditions, but he considered, in the 
interests of the insured persons, the shorter the surgery hours 
the better, so as to leave the doctor the maximum amount of time 


for visiting. Among other items to be dealt with were the questions 
of registers and the method of dealing with entry slips, exit 
forms, transfer of society, and change of name upon marriage. 
The Index Register was not intended to be an index of the 
actual insured population in a given area, but was really a 
register of the insured persons who entered insurance in that area, 
or who chose a doctor on removal to that area and had not 
subsequently chosen a doctor“in another area. Originally it was 
intended to be a register of the actual imsured population, but 
it was found impossible to keep a note of ali the removals, and 
seieties ceased to send the removal slips notifying change of 
address, so that it was not now attempted to get the actual 
msured population at any time resident in a given area. The 
register was also a combination of a register and ledger account, 
upon which all the “‘ credits”? to Insurance Commitices for the 
Purposes of medical benefit were based. 

Mr. Followes then explained how medical cards were issued 
to insured persons, and the subsequent procedure. He also dealt 
with the medical practitioner’s responsibility towards insured 
persons not on his list, to temporary residents, and to “ travellers.” 
With regard to payments, each quarter the Insurance Committee 
advised the doctor of the numbers on his list at the beginning 
of the previous quarter, plus his acceptances, less his removals, 
aad it was on the basis of the number at the commencement 
of the quarter that the doctor received payment, so that the 

. Committee had ample time in which to prepare the 
doctor's payment. The doctor had ten days to raise any question 
im regard to the number credited to him, and if he did not dispute 
* in that time he could not raise the matter afterwards. With 
ga to the general financial settlements, there were two during 

year—a provisional and a final one. The Ministry made a 
Provisional credit at the beginning of the year, and at the end 


a final one, but the principle of the distribution was the same 
throughout. The money was first of all credited to the Central 
Practitioners’ Fund by the Ministry, and that fund was con- 
stituted on a basis of 9s. a head. The distribution of the money 
between Insurance Committees was made by the Minister after 
receiving a report from the Distribution Committee, which was 
set up to satisfy certain interests. The basis of the issue of the 
funds was the register figure of the Insurance Committee, taken 
every quarter. That figure, however, had to be adjusted—it had 
to be either loaded or reduced in respect of temporary residents 
attended in the area as compared with those attended in other 
areas, or any other relevant circumstances—and when the final 
adjustment was made the amount payable to any Insurance 
Committee was the same proportion of the fund as the ratio of that 
Committee’s units to the total units of all Committees. The 
Insurance Committee had to divide its local pool amongst the 
medical practitioners, and this was done quarterly. Various 
adjustments, however, had to be made—such as the amount allowed 
for Panel Committee expenses, payment for services rendered by any 
anaesthetist, and any expenses incurred for emergency treatment— 
and after those deductions had been made the pool was divisible 
among the doctors for the quarter pro rata, so that 1t was not 
intended to be 9s. or any given amount per head. Doctors with 
* limited lists”’ also had to have a deduction, which was from 
2 per cent., because they did not share in the responsibility of the 
treatment of those persons not on a doctor’s list, as the other 
doctors did. The “‘ limited lists’’ were generally those of resident 
medical officers in institutions. Deductions had also to be made 
from the ascertained figure in respect of fees paid by insured 
persons by way of deposit. After explaining how medical practi- 
tioners were remunerated under the ‘‘ Mamchester and Salford 
Schemes ’”’ (which were the great exceptions to the capitation basis 
of payment) Mr. Followes concluded his address by saying that 
he had sufficiently indicated the tremendous amount of work 
involved in the administration of medical benefit, though he had 
been able only to touch the fringe of the subject; there was not 
time to deal with mileage, institutions, special arrangements, 
medicines, medical records, service subcommittees, representations, 
or title to benefit.

THE DENTAL BOARD. 
THe ninth session of the Dental Board of the United Kingdom 
was opened on November 10th, under the chairmanship of 
Mr. F. D. Actanp. 


In his address from the chair Mr. Acland said that since 
May last eighteen police prosecutions of unregistered persons 
practising dentistry had been successfully undertaken, and 
fines ranging to a maximum of £30 had been inflicted. Magis- 
trates appeared to be realizing that all those interested had now 
had sufficient opportunity to become familiar with the law. He 
could safely put it on record that the administration of the 
duties which fell upon the Board with regard to the prevention 
of practice by unregistered persons was efficient and water- 
tight, certainly in England and Wales. In Scotland the respon- 
sible law officer did not take quite the same view of the 
meaning and implications of the Dentists Acts, and it might be 
necessary to have a test case taken to the courts in order that 
uniformity of procedure might be established in all parts of 
Great Britain. Very considerable progress had been made in 
carrying out the Board’s duty of checking undesirable methods 
of announcing dental practice. More than one hundred cases 
had been reported to the Discipline Committee this year in 
which announcements had been modified. Some practitioners 
desired that hard and fast rules should be laid down. There 
was much to be said on both sides. He indicated some of the 
general principles which the Discipline Committee had so far 
evolved with “ee to signs, lamps, and other forms of 
announcement. he Board’s scheme for assisting suitable 
students to qualify seemed now to be fairly established. 
There were some who thought that the Board was acting un- 
wisely or even harshly towards those who had to pay for the 
retention of their names on the Dentists Register in taking 
steps just now, when times were none too easy, to add to the 
number of qualifying practitioners. It had to be remembered, 
however, that it would generally be four years before the 
students who were helped by the Board would qualify, and, 
further, he was informed that the number of students who 
were registering this year was certainly not greater than the 
number who registered last year, and might even be less. In 
1924 the total was 200, as compared with an average of about 
300 during the five years before the war. The Board would 
probably be able to assist some forty or fifty students a year. 
The chairman went on to refer to the good progress made with 
dental health propaganda, and.the co-operation of many 
interested bodies in this matter. He concluded with a refer- 
ence to anonymous attacks or criticisms in the press purportin 
to be written by dentists about other dentists, and be beaaed 
dentists to act, write, and speak as persons belonging to a 
unified profession. 

The Board proceeded to consider some disciplinary cases, 
principally complaints against dentists that they had advertised 
with a view to procuring patients.
